34. (previously presented) The method according to claim 6 wherein 
the XeC is administered in combination with an effective amount of at least one 
of the following selected from the group consisting of azidothymidine, 
lamivudine, dideoxyinosidine. ritonavir, an HIV protease inhibitor and an HIV 
reverse transcriptase inhibitor. 

35. (previously presented) The method according to claim 32 
wherein the XeC is administered at a concentration between 0.1 pM to 10 pM. 

36. (previously presented) The method according to claim 35 
wherein the XeC is administered at a concentration between 1 pM to 10 pM. 

37. (previously presented) The method according to claim 32 
wherein the XeC is administered at a concentration between 1 pM to 100 pM. 
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
